Claims 1 to 5, 11 to 17 and 21 to 26 are again pro- 
visionally rejected under the judicially created 
doctrine of obviousness type double patenting as being 
unpatentable over claims 1, 2, 4 to 10 and 12 to 15 of 
copending application SN 231,260 for reasons of record.
